A commission of the dem onstrators 
was receiv ed by M .Barrere, the French 
ambassador, who expressed his appre­ 
ciation for the sym pathy of the Roman 
people.

tim of Terrible Accident. 


Explosion Ignited Clothing And Un­ 
fortunate Child Died 21 Hour« 
Later— Was Conscious 
to the End.

Bessie Scotchbrook, the little five 


rison, was fatally turned Monday af­ 
ternoon at 3 « 'clock and died at 9 
o’clock last evening. The mother « f 
the unfortunate child Is a widow and 
with three children lives in Union- 
ville. Two of the 
children 
go te 
school leaving tho mother and little 
girl at home alone. Mrs. Scotchbrook 
had put some kindling in the stove 
preparatory to building a fire, and 
left the room to go into the yard to 
get some stove wood, and In her ab­ 
sence the little girl ponred a quanti­ 
ty of kerosene on the kindling and ig­ 
nited it, with the result that there 
was a sudden explosion and the lit­ 
tle victim’s clothing caught fire and 
she was soon enveloped in a mass of 
flames. She Immediately rushed into 
the yard to call her mother, but Mrs. 
Scotchbrook being very much frigh­ 
tened called for a neighbor cloee by 
who came and with an old coat ex­ 
tingu ished the flames, bu t too late, 
the little girl’s flesh was bu rned to a 
crisp and In taking clothing off the 
flesh p ealed off with the shreds of 
garments, and the child died after 
three hou rs. The nerve centers were 
so badly bu rned that the little child 
su ffered no p ain and was conscious 
to the last, and told her mother that 
she knew she had been naughty hut 
wou ld not be so any more. She wa* 
an esp ecially bright and attractive 
little girl, an dwtll be sadly missed L* 
her home and the community.
